GEIl.MANY. 

IIa.novlr.— Hen- Yun Borrins, Miiiisior of

K;irl Blind, an exiloin En;;laiul, publishes 
a letter in reply to iho i.locree of iimnesly, 
issued by the Graml Dnitu of Biulen lor 
.).pplj|!P.nj offences, ill which ho sny.s tiiat hu 
and his friends hiive never souglit royal 
clemency — ihut the principles iliey fought 
for, ihey siill enterlaincil and thiU if they 
now roviailed their fatherland, it was be- 
cause a barrier hud fallen whioh had hitherto 
been nnjiially raised against llieiii. 

In the note nddressed by Count lleichberg, 
of Austtin., to Count Karolyij reialivo to the 
recognition of Italy by Prnssni, ho say9 the 
Emperor liopes Prussia may never have to 
regrot the step she has taken, and as to the 
" guarantees" he does not consider they are 
worth the paper timy are wi illeii on. 

The Prussian Government writing to its 
reproseulativea in Germany, e.vpluins its 
views ou.|[.he.proj^c^,;^pfJ!>ileraljrefqrm pre- 
sented at Frankfort. The formation of a 
reslriuted union under the direction of n 
•ingle head, both as re^^ards internal and 
foreign aflairs, is stron^^ly aJvocatod. In 
another circular from the same Government 
to the Ocrmau Cabinets, the reasons which 
led to the treaty of commerce with Franco 
are explained, and it is declared that the 
governments refusmg to' liilhercto it have 
implicitly severed their connection with the 
Zul verein. Tlio jjoveniuicnts already known 
to be opposed to the treaty are those of Wur- 
tcnbury and Bavaria. They propose u con- 
ference at Berlin to deliberate concerning 
the entry of Austria into the Zolverein. 

Several Prussian pupers hitvoa latently 
been prosecuted for publishing a tra'nsintioh 
of a cutting; article in the Saturday Ileciew, 
althou;;h some of them contended that it 
>Yas only to rebut the allegations contuiaed 
in it. 

At a recent review of the 3rd Division at 
_Penoun, Major Van Horn was severely 
'wounded by a shot from the enemy's side. 
'\A' strict investigation was held, but nothing 
■ satisfactory was elicited. 

By our last dates from Fraiikf'ort we learn 
that the Senate has voted the adhesion to the 
commercial ireaiy between Franco and iho 
Zulvcreiii. A correspuiideiit wriliiij; from 
Bei^lia states that the financial committee of 
the'Lower House recommend the Land lag 
to refuse the monies demanded by the Gov- 
ernment for the ships lately purchased at 
the English dockyards. The refusal is based 
upon a question of consliiutionaliam. The 
Government of Denmark, in view of the in- 
crease of the Piussian lleet, has in its turn 
ordered the construction of several war ves- 
sels in England. iMr, M. Burger baa been 
by Imperial degree appointed Austrian 
Minister of M.iriiie. By a lato Imperial de- 
cision it is ordered that in all iluagariaii 
communes where several langua;^ are 
spoken, the official language shall bo thai of 
the majority of the inhabitants. 

From Austria wo learn of the return of 
the Empress to Schoun brume perfectly 
cured. There wore great demonstrations ol 
joy at Vienna, where the Einpi-ess is very 
much beloved. At a recent silting of the 
Koicharalh a proposition, emenatiiig from 
the legal body, was accepted, that such 
regulations as could not be issued without 
the concurrence of the Legi.^lature, should 
not bo binding upon the judges. From the 
Pans PrcKn we learn tliiil Austria has de- 
termined tu call out 40,000 iiioro soldiers. 
This must have been ia view of Iiulian 

. complicat'jns, which have now been obviat- 
ipd-Ati fa greatr measure by the r)defea|iof 

•^Garibaldi. The 'PrI/Af Tlehntf tnnofirfces 
that more than 3UO0 men have oroased the 
Austrian frontier lo assist the Moiitenogrins 
against the Turks. The Auslrian '.Comman- 
danl finils the greatest dillioulty in keeping 
down the c.vciteinont. From Warsaw we 
l^ear of another attempt at assassination. A

An Act to Prohibit Sunday Trading. 

AVhcreas it is the practice in all Her Maiesty's 
domiuions to observe aiul keep iinly the Lord's 
l)a_v> coinmnnly called .■>iinil:iy; anil it is expe- 
dient to ensure the better observance of the same 
in tills L'.iloiiy : 

15c it tlieiel\;re cnacteil, Ai:. : That no trades 
man, uriiticer, workman, laborer, or other persons 
whatsoever, shall; do . or 'eKercisc any wurldly la- 
bor, business, or work of bin ordinary calling upon 
the Lord's Day, or any part thereof (works of nc- 
teasily and charity excepted) ; and that every per- 
son of the ago of fourteen years or upwards ofTeiul- 
ing in the premises, shall for evcrv such oll'enee 
forfeit the sum of live pounds {.C')) to be rccovereil 
in a summary way before any Justice of tlie I'eace. 

That 110 person or persons wlialsoevcr shall pub- 
licly cry, siiew forth, or expose for sale, any ware, 
metchuiuiise, fruit-, vegetaliles, i;ooils or cliattels, 
whatsoever upon Ihe Lord's Day, or any part 
thereof, upon pain that any such person eu offend- 
ing shall forfeit the same goods 80 cried, shown 
forth, or exposed for sale. 

Provided, that nothing in this Act shall apply to 
Apothecaries aud chemists, nor to the vendors of 
milk, nor to tho keepers uf hotels, restaurants, 
or houses of refreshment duly licensed.
